1 . This office action is in response to application filed and Preliminary amendment & 
Remarks filed on 07/28/2003 regarding patent application S/N 10/627,690. According 
the Preliminary Amendment, Claims 1 - 8 are cancelled without prejudice, Claims 9 - 
26 are newly added. Claims 9-26 remain pending in the application.

Claim Objections 

3. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71, as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
exact meanings of first and second recited in " a first server manager 3 ' and " a second 
client manager 1 ' in independents Claim 9 and Claim 25 are not understood. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art.
